Estates to be 
bulldozed for 
new housing 


HOUSING estates will be bull¬ 
dozed under a £67m scheme by 
Harlow Council to provide better 
homes. 

Under the scheme the estates of The 
Briars, Copshall Close and Aylets 
Field will be knocked down and 
replaced with 361 energy-efficient 
properties. 

The multi-million pound scheme 
will include houses, bungalows and 
apartments as well as three parks, 
play facilities and a community cen¬ 
tre. The proposed plans, to be 
designed by Gardner Stewart 
Architects, will also include parking 
and improved cycle and pedestrian 
routes. 

Harlow Council has named 
Countryside Properties and afforda¬ 
ble housing provider Home Group as 
its preferred partners for the scheme. 

The new homes, which will be built 
to be energy efficent to allow proper¬ 
ties to be cost-effective to run and 
environmentally responsible accord¬ 
ing to intial proposals, will replace 
hundreds of 1960s bungalows with 
many current residents due to be 
relocated and moved directly into 
their new homes. 

Around 55 per cent of the new prop¬ 
erties will be affordable housing and 
eligible for shared ownership which 
will be managed by Home Group.

of Countryside Properties, said: “We 
are delighted to have been named 
with Home Group as preferred bidder 
for this project that will deliver much 
needed new housing for local people, 
as well as improving economic pros¬ 
perity and job opportunities. 

“The new masterplan proposes a 
design that will work much better in 
creating a safe and vibrant commu¬ 
nity.” 

The scheme’s proposals form part of 
Harlow Council’s Priority Estates 
Programme which aims to improve 
the quality and provision of housing 
in the town in a bid to promote wider 
plans for housing and employment 
growth in Harlow. 

Proposed homes will include two- 
storey houses with gardens and 
apartments with their own balcony. 

Mark Henderson, Home Group 
chief executive, said: “There is a 
desperate shortage of good quality 
affordable homes in the UK, espe¬ 
cially in the south east. We are 
extremely pleased to have been 
named by the council alongside 
Countryside Properties as the pre¬ 
ferred partner in this regeneration 
project. 

“We’re looking forward to using 


our experience which we’ve gained 
through working on some of the 
largest regeneration projects in the 
UK to build modern homes for local 
people and create thriving neigh¬ 
bourhoods.” 

Work on the site, subject to the 
planning process, is to start in 2015 
with the first affordable homes 
complete in spring 2016. 

Councillor Rod Truan, deputy coun¬ 
cil leader and portfolio holder for 
housing, said: “I am delighted that 
the council will be working with 
Countryside Properties and Home 
Group. This redevelopment will help 
deliver the council’s priorities to pro¬ 
vide more and better housing and to 
regenerate Harlow. This scheme will 
not only see brand new homes for 
local residents built but also create a 
new community.” 

A Harlow Council spokesman said: 
“There are around 205 council homes 
on the estates and all existing council 
tenants will be given the opportunity 
to move into a new home on the 
regenerated estates if they so wish. 

“If they don’t wish to live on the new 
estates we will work with them to find 
alternative housing. Over the last few 
years the council has met individual¬ 
ly with hundreds of residents living in 
The Briars, Copshall Close and Aylets 
Field to discuss their individual 
needs.”

SHOPPERS at the Harvey Centre 
were treated to a festive 
performance thanks to Razed Roof's 
charity carol singing. 

Razed Roof donned some festive 
gear and were joined by Father 
Christmas and one of his elves to 
raise funds for their inclusive 
performing arts group. 

The talented group were joined by 
Forest Musical Theatre Company for 
the charity's annual carol singing. 

Barbara Lazarus who leads the 
fundraising for Razed Roof said: 

“We want to wish a big thank you to 
all the singers who, each year, travel 
from the Ilford and Loughton area 
to support Razed Roof. 

“The Harvey Centre were also very

Vehicle failed to 
stop for police 

OFFICERS are searching 
for the occupants of a Ford 
Mondeo which fled from 
police before being 
involved in a crash near 
Staple Tye. 

At around 8pm police 
attempted to stop a silver 
Ford Mondeo on the A414 
which had previously been 
seen acting suspiciously in 
the vicinity of the theft of a 
catalytic convertor. 

The vehicle failed to stop 
and was initially lost. After 
a further sighting, officers 
specially trained in the 
management of pursuits 
re-engaged with the 
Mondeo and again it failed 
to stop. The vehicle turned 
off along Southern Way 
where, at 9.15pm, it was in 
collision with a Kia Carens 
car and overturned, 
ending up on its roof. 

Two men fled from the 
vehicle and police began a 
search for the suspects 
with help from members of 
the public. None of the 
occupants of the other car 
required hospital 
treatment. The Mondeo 
has been recovered for 
forensic analysis and 
officers are confident the 
occupants will be 
identified.

Campaigners fight 
against ‘immoral’ 
council tax bills 


CAMPAIGNERS will protest at a 
Harlow Council meeting tonight 
(Thursday) against changes to the 
council tax benefit system. 

Harlow Benefit lustice Campaign 
and Harlow’s Benefit Rebels will be 
stage a protest outside the Civic 
Centre from 6.45pm before attend¬ 
ing the meeting. 

Councillors will decide at the 
meeting if the authority should 
continue with its current Localised 
Council Tax support scheme for the 
following year or change it. 

The council is required to imple¬ 
ment a support scheme each year. 
The current scheme was implement¬ 
ed in April after the Government 
scrapped council tax benefit and 
replaced with council tax support. 

It requires unemployed house¬ 
holders of working age to pay a mini¬ 
mum of 24 per cent of their council 
tax bill. 

Spokesman for the Benefit Rebels, 
Wat Tyler, said: “It is a disgrace that 
people who cannot afford to heat

their own homes in freezing weather 
are now expected to pay at least 24 
per cent of their council tax bills.” 

The authority is recommending 
that members vote to continue with 
the current scheme for another year. 

The two groups will also be asking 
several questions on the welfare 
reforms and their impact on the 
Harlow community at the meeting 
which will be held at the Civic 
Centre. 

Cllr Rod Truan (Labour), portfolio 
holder for housing, and Head of 
Housing Andrew Murray will be 
meeting with members of both the 
Harlow Benefit lustice Campaign 
and Harlow tax rebels to discuss the 
housing and welfare reforms. 

Harlow Benefit lustice Campaign 
will also be meeting with Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon (Conservative) to 
question the MP on welfare reforms 
and show its support for the Early 


Day motion 662 that asks to suspend 
the spare room subsidy, dubbed the 
‘bedroom tax’. 

Mr Tyler continued: “Harlow 
Council’s decision to inflict a tax on 
the hard-pressed jobless household¬ 
ers of the town is immoral. 

“We simply do not have the money 
to pay.” 

Other local councils have imple¬ 
mented a lower council tax charge 
with Broxbourne and Epping Forest 
charging 20 per cent and Uttlesford 
and East Herts councils charging 
unemployed households 8.5 per 
cent. 

Mr Tyler added: “We hope that the 
Cabinet will decide to abandon the 
scheme and restore 100 per cent 
council tax relief for those without 
employment.” 

A council-run public consultation 
asked residents if they agreed that 
Harlow Council should retain its 
current scheme, 44 people amount¬ 
ing to 56 per cent of those asked 
answered no.

Were questions asked about 
the closure of advice centre? 

SIR, In an attempt to clarify the competing 
claims as to the cost of Harlow Council’s 
decision to close down the advice centre, I 
made a request to the council under the 
freedom of information legislation. 

I asked for full details of the legal cost and 
was simply told that up to November 15 
£78,743.25 had been paid in external legal 
fees. A considerable sum already but with 
no indication as to how much is still to be 
paid nor the considerable costs of the 
internal legal officers. 

I also asked for the estimated cost of all 
officer and member involvement in the 
dispute and received the reply that the 
council does not hold the information, nor 
does it hold information on the loss of 
external funding to the town from outside 
agencies resulting directly or indirectly 
from the closure of the advice centre. 

This is an extraordinary state of affairs 
since it would appear the decision to close 
the advice centre was made by cabinet and 
councillors without estimating the basic 
costs and implications of such action. 

Surely before coming to such a decision 
such matters should have been presented 
and explored. 

The council also reveals that, contrary to 
the impressions given, it has not incurred 
any costs relating to alternative welfare 
rights services because it has been unable 
to re-procure any due to the legal actions. 

So the poorest and most disadvantaged 
people have suffered at a time when they 
need such a service most, we have lost a 
nationally admired advice service and the 
outside funds it attracted, and it appears 
likely to have cost us much more than it 
would have cost to save the service. 

The question we must ask is why? Is this 
simply a case of internal council politics? 
The lack of information the council claims 
to possess, if true, suggests this is more 
serious. It suggests a fundamental systems 
failure where no one appears to have asked 
the questions which needed asking or, if 
they did, they were ignored or dismissed. 

The fact that this has not been seriously 
publicly challenged in scrutiny committee, 
in council or even in cabinet is disturbing 
for any concerned with the good 
governance of the town.

SIR, I read with interest in the Star the 
news about the development to provide a 
new health centre at Staple Tye. 

It should be remembered that Harlow was 
a national (and international) pioneer in 
the development of integrated medical, 
dental and community health facilities. 

Harlow Council made an inspirational 
move in acquiring the existing health 
centres from the Nuffield Trust and 
handing them onto the newly established 
Harlow Health Centres Trust, of which I 
was the first administrator. 

It has a fine track record in renovating 


existing centres (e.g. Nuffield House) and 
providing new facilities (e.g. Addison 
House) and now supporting local health 
initiatives. 

The plans for a new Lister House to serve 
the Staple Tye area are entirely in keeping 
with the health centre philosophy and the 
asperations of the ‘new town’ ideal. 

Let the council and the trust get a move on 
to bring this exciting medical facility to 
fruition. The work of the trust should be 
applauded and not unfairly criticised by 
local politicians who should know better.

Council start legal proceedings against travellers 


HARLOW Council have started legal 
proceedings against travellers 
illegally camped out on land opposite 
St Marks Catholic School. 

Up to 10 caravans and other vehicles 
have parked up on the council-owned 
plot of land on Tripton Road. 

The authority says it will do what it 
can to “protect the town’s green 
spaces”. 

Harlow Council went to Chelmsford 


County Court yesterday (Wednesday) 
to apply for possession of the land. 

At the hearing the Judge awarded 
the council a final order for 
possession of the land which comes 
into force immediately. This means 
that if the travellers do not leave the 
land the council can take action to 
evict them. 

Councillor Emma Toal, portfolio 
holder for youth & citizenship, said: “I 


know the legal process we have to 
follow for illegal encampments can be 
frustrating for residents but now we 
have the possession order we can 
legally evict the travellers. We will be 
serving the court papers to the 
travellers today and we are starting to 
make preparations to evict them in 
case they do not leave. As we have 
always said residents’ expect us to 
protect the town’s green spaces.”

The council 
say they took action over unpaid bills 
by HWRA. 

Chairman of the Friends of HWRA, 
Cliff Moore, said: “The short-sighted 
decision to terminate HWRA’s contract 
resulted in the closure of the advice 
centre, the loss of much needed spe¬ 
cialist housing, employment, benefits 
and debt services for local residents, 12 
redundancies and the return of legal 
aid and other external funding con¬ 
tracts that could no longer be delivered

by HWRA. HWRA was always willing 
and able to pay. 

“The council’s action eventually 
resulted in the loss of most of HWRA’s 
external or non-council funding.” 

Friends of Harlow Welfare Rights &

The group hope to announce further 
details about the new service in the 
near future. 

Mr Moore added: “The council is now 
spending more money on a tender pro¬ 
cess. All this from councillors who, in 
opposition, repeatedly criticised the 
previous administration for cuts to the 
specialist advice budget. 

“For people who are already despair¬ 
ing at Harlow Council’s inability to 
deliver a town that is good to live in, 
the loss of a nationally-respected and 
effective service is another nail in the 
coffin.”

CHOCOLATE: (Dogs). Signs may 
include: vomiting, abdominal 
tenderness, excitability, high 
blood pressure, increased 
salivation, increased drinking, 
increased urination, abnormal 
heart rhythm, kidney failure. 

GRAPES: including raisins, 
currants, sultanas and products 
containing these fruits such as 
fruit cake, mince pies and 
Christmas pudding: (Dogs). Signs 
may include: Vomiting, 
diarrhoea, increased salivation, 
bloody stools, lethargy, kidney 
failure, pancreatitis (a very 
painful condition in which the 
pancreas becomes inflamed). 

PARACETAMOL: (Dogs & cats). 
Signs may include: vomiting, fast 
heart rate, fast breathing, 
lethargy, difficulty breathing, 
swelling of the face and paws. 

IBUPROFEN: (Dogs & cats). 
Signs may include: vomiting 
(with or without blood), 


diarrhoea, incoordination, 
lethargy, difficulty breathing, 
abdominal tenderness, kidney 
failure, seizures. 

ALCOHOL: (Dogs). Signs may 
include: vomiting, diarrhoea, 
excitability, agitation, 
depression, wobbly on legs, 
vocalisation, drowsiness, 
respiratory distress, urinary 
incontinence. 

MISTLETOE: (Dogs)Signs may 
include: vomiting, diarrhoea, 
increased salivation, weakness. 

HOLLY: (Dogs) Signs may 
include: vomiting, diarrhoea, 
increased salivation, 
inappetance, depression. 

POINSETTIA: (Cats) Signs may 
include: vomiting, increased 
salivation, inappetance, lethargy. 

Other Christmas-time 
considerations: 

It is important to ensure that 
you do not feed your pet too 
many fatty foods, this can lead to 
pancreatitis which is an 
extremely painful condition 
where the pancreas becomes 
inflamed. 

Avoid leaving presents under 
the tree if they contain anything 
that your pet may find interesting 
enough to eat. 

Care should be taken with 
animals playing with Christmas 
decorations to avoid accidental 
injury or even ingestion of small 
parts. 

Always ensure that the turkey 
carcass and other bones are kept 
out of reach.

GARDENING TIPS 
by Hannah Stephenson 

PICTURE the familiar Christmas scene - you 
arrive home from the garden centre with a 
tall, bushy tree proudly under your arm. You're 
anxious to get it up and show it off in all it's 
festive glory - but once you've pruned and 
snipped it into it's allocated space, the magic 
seems to have faded. 

There's no need, though, for your tree to be 
over-hacked, lopsided and backed into a corner, 
if you just do a little groundwork before you buy. 

For instance, measure your floor-to-ceiling 
space, taking into account the height of any 
stand below and the fairy or the star which will 
add extra height to the top. 

Then look at the width you have to play with. 
Will relatives be constantly brushing past the 
tree to reach a door or a sofa? If so, you'll need 
to take that space into account and be prepared 
for some secateur work. 

Of the estimated eight million real Christmas 
trees bought every year in the UK, according to 
the British Christmas Tree Growers Association, 
the most popular is the non-drop Nordmann 
fir (Abies nordmanniana), originally from south 
Russia. However, these are quite bushy trees and 
if you only have a narrow space, it might pay to 
shop for a smaller type, like the Fraser fir (Abies 
fraseri), popular in the eastern United States. 

If space is really tight, you may opt for a small 
cypress which you can plant in a pot, then 
place on a side table or stand and decorate 
accordingly. 

Once Christmas is over and provided you have 
kept it well watered and away from radiators, 
you should be able to plant it out in the garden 


when weather and soil conditions permit. 

Andrea Blackie, garden designer and 
horticulturalist at plantify.co.uk, home to 
Britain's biggest online plant selection, says: "If 
you don't have the space for a full-size Christmas 
tree, you can get creative with other plants to 
make your home look festive this Christmas." 

She recommends small evergreen shrubs that 
will fit into a small space and can be decorated 
to look fabulous during the festive season. 


Common box (Buxus sempervirens), a shrub 
with small, glossy green aromatic leaves, can 
be clipped into cones or even bought in a cone 
shape then decorated with small baubles and 
other festive adornments. 

Another alternative is a standard, such as a 
bay or a berried holly, into which you can secure 
baubles and ribbons to give them a festive look 
without taking up too much space. They can be 
planted out once the festive season is over to 


give year-round enjoyment. 

Whatever you choose, remember that 
evergreens prefer the great outdoors, so don't 
put them anywhere near a radiator and keep 
them well watered in a cool room. If you can, 
leave it till the last minute to bring them inside. 

If you are buying a traditional Christmas tree, 
saw off the bottom 5cm of trunk to open up its 
pores before you bring the tree inside and place 
it in a bucket of water until you are ready to 
house it. 

When you bring it in, make sure you can keep 
it topped up with water, as a tree will drink half 
a litre a day. Most Christmas tree stands have 
a space for water, or you could simply wedge it 
into a bucket. 

There's a few extra tips to remember when 
buying your tree too. Make sure the tree is fresh 
- look at the colour; when it dries out it loses 
some of its green hue. Stroke the needles too, 
and they should feel moist to the touch. Always 
put the tree on the ground to assess the size 
and shape before you buy. If it starts shedding 
some of its needles when it moves, it's not the 
freshest. It's also wise to shop around - or leave 
your tree buying to the last minute - if you 
want a bargain, because prices vary hugely on 
location.

THE HOBBIT: THE DESOLATION OF SMAUG

Almost 10 years ago to the day, Peter Jackson was 
preparing to unveil The Lord Of The Rings: The 
Return Of The King, the concluding chapter of his 
ambitious Tolkien trilogy, to UK audiences. 

The third film subsequently won all 11 Academy 
Awards for which it was nominated and became 
the first fantasy film and only the second sequel to 
claim the top prize of Best Picture. 

This new trilogy, adapted from Tolkien's The 
Hobbit, has not fared quite so well. 

The filmmaker's decision to shoot the prequels in 
high definition 3D at the higher rate of 48 frames 
per second compared to the usual 24 frames has

T HAT 2015 is not a slip of the 
keyboard - this really is a 
test drive of a car that won’t 
go on sale for over 12 
months. But that’s how important 
the Type-R is. 

Previous generations of the Civic 
Type-R garnered the kind of 
devotion that money can’t buy, and 
for a while it appeared there would 
be no new Type-R. But now there is, 
and that’s why Honda allowed a 
brief taste of it just before the Tokyo 
Motor Show. Even though it won’t 
appear in showrooms until 2015, 
this car is so important that we’re 
getting to drive a prototype version 
very close to the finished article. 

You won’t mistake it for a regular 
Civic, that’s for sure. Admittedly this 
example is finished in military-look 
matte paint and has ‘VTEC TURBO’ 
emblazoned down the flanks in a 
pleasingly 80s retro touch. 

But it’s a fantastically aggressive- 
looking thing, with big scoops, 
unsubtle wheelarch extensions and 
a rear wing that would suit its BTCC 
cousin. It looks like a serious piece 
of hardware and, given that there 


are plenty of other options if you 
want a quieter life, it’s a good thing 
the Type-R looks the part. 

Although it can’t be taken as 
entirely representative of the 
finished product, the chunky bucket 
seats are exactly what you’d expect, 
while the familiar Civic dashboard 
has the addition of a centrally- 
mounted rev counter and a thicker 
steering wheel. Purposeful, 
comfortable and highly appealing. 

There’s one other addition, too. 
Where the Eco button normally sits 


high up on the dash there is, 
instead, the distinctive ‘R’. Punch 
this button and R mode is engaged, 
which alters both the throttle and 
steering response, the damper 
settings and also the reactions of 
the ESP system. 

But before all that, you have to 
start it up. To some, the news that 
the Civic Type-R will use a 2.0-litre 
turbocharged engine rather than a 
naturally-aspirated one will be a 
surprise, but in truth it is inevitable. 
Efficient turbocharged engines are 


everywhere - even Formula 1 cars 
from next year, as Honda knows - so 
to provide Type-R levels of 
performance without abandoning 
respectable economy and emissions, 
turbo is the only way to go. 

More importantly Honda is 
introducing a trio of turbocharged 
engines for different cars in the 
range, but the Type-R gets the most 
powerful of the lot. The engineers 
are coy, but say the Type-R will have 
at least 280 horsepower. 

It feels like that, too. Slot the 


Type-R’s manual-only gearshift into 
first, pull away with intent and the 
performance is right there from low 
revs. There’s a roar from the 
exhaust, the throttle response is 
nice and sharp and there’s power 
right around the rev range. Instead 
of the expected Type-R high-rev 
mania there is instead a broad 
spread of torque - and while that 
might not sound as exciting, the 
reality is it feels fast everywhere. 

Despite all that power going 
through the front wheels, the 
traction is excellent and there’s no 
fight through the steering wheel. 
Although our time behind the wheel 
was limited, the steering felt 
delightfully sharp and responsive 
with a nice firm feeling to it - that 
little bit of extra weight compared to 
the standard car encourages 
confidence. 

That there is still 18 months to go 
before the Type-R arrives is 
probably the best news of all. If this 
car was launched tomorrow it would 
be in a real battle with the 
established hot hatch champions - 
but with so much development time 
still to go, it looks very much like the 
king is back.

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Chiassaro hopeful 
of Rio medal joy

UK Athletics wheelchair coach 
Jenni Banks has high hopes for 
Harlow’s Paralympic Games 
hopeful Richard Chiassaro, who 
has been switched to the 
400metre event and has a great 
chance of medal success in Rio 
2016. 

Chiassaro (31) was stunned 
when he was not selected by UK 
Athletics for the London 2012 
Games in his favoured 100m and 
200m sprints. 

But the former Mark Hall School 
student has remained upbeat and 
has continued to work hard at the 
Mark Hall Sportscentre track and 
hopes to compete in the European 
Championships in Swansea next 
July. 

He has picked up great advice 
from respected coach Banks. 

“Hopefully I can qualify for the 
European Championships. I have 
a couple of A standards [in the 
100m and 200m] and I need to do 
that [in the 400m] for the 
Paralympics. Then I will see what 
happens,” said Chiassaro. 

“She seems to think I can medal 
in the 400 in Rio. She knows what 
she is talking about. I can see the 
400 might be my best chance. 

“Jenny has been helping me 
with my training, my diet. She has 
given me a training schedule. She 
wants me to specialise in the 
400.” 

In a phenomenal 2013, the T54 
category racer won 26 out of his 32 
races despite suffering from glan¬ 
dular fever since last February. 

His 400m time is just 1.5 sec¬ 
onds off the fastest time in the 
world and he has not even prop¬ 
erly started training and compet¬ 


ing for this event yet! 

“With a couple of years’ training 
I will be able to do that,” he said. 

“The 400 depends what happens 
with winter training. At the 
moment I am fifth in Europe.” 

Banks has worked hard on 
improving Chiassaro. “She has 
changed the way I race,” he said. 
“I used to fly out of the blocks and 
go at the same [speed] all the way 
round. She is changing the way I 


am doing things at that distance.” 

Banks has even ventured over to 
Harlow to keep a close eye on 
Chiassaro’s progress.. 

At the Euro Champs, Chiassaro 
will be targeting a bronze medal 
in the 100m. London Paralympics 
gold medal winner Leo Tahti, 
from Finland, is the favourite, 
with Dutchman Kenny van 
Weeghal tipped for silver, but the- 
Harlow racer will battle German 


Marc Schuh for third. 

Chiassaro will be 34 when the 
next Paralympics comes around, 
an ideal age for a wheelchair 
racer. “Wheelchair racing is com¬ 
pletely different. There are people 
racing in their early 50s,” he 
explained. 

He hopes to complete in the 
100m and 400m in Rio if selected 
by the British Paralympic 
Association. 


Bouncing back from Paralympics dejection 


THERE was outrage when Harlow athlete 
Richard Chiassaro was left out of the 49-per- 
son Great Britain team for the London 
Paralympics. 

He was told in July 2012, despite twice 
recording the Paralympic qualifying time in 
the T54 lOOmetres. The British Paralympic 
Association did not even enter an athlete in 
this category, in an event just a 20-minute 
drive from Chiassaro’s Seymours home. 

Chiassaro, who has spina bifida, remains 
firmly focused on his athletics and is currently 
ranked No.2 in the 100m and 200m in the UK. 

He lowered his quickest 100m time to a 


super-fast 14.8 seconds in 2013. 

He will now target the 400m and has a great 
chance of success in this event. 

His first big competitive test at the 400m will 
come in April when he competes in an inter¬ 
national grand prix at Bedford. 

Chiassaro will also compete in the 
Switzerland National Championships. “They 
have one of the fastest tracks in the world,” 
explained Chiassaro. “British Athletics is 
funding me to go.” 

He will also compete and train in Dubai and 
Sweden next year. 

In an eventful 2013, Chiassaro won a gold 


award from the Active Essex Inspired Athletes 
programme recently (see picture top). 

He has been handed a grant which is paying 
towards training costs, travel to competitions 
and maintaining equipment - it costs £250 to 
replace a pair of gloves. 

The all-round sportsman has also enjoyed a 
great year on the basketball court, helping his 
Chelmsford-based Essex Outlaws team to win 
the English National South division one title. 

He has been playing for the team for the last 
four years. His position is guard, and he fits in 
training and playing alongside his athletics 
training.
